HARMONIJA

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As I had promised you last month we will explore together the back¬ 
ground for the Konavle needlework designs. There are two types of "vez" 
(needlework) designs: An "open" pattern in which the design is not em¬ 
broidered close together, and where you can see the cloth beneath the em¬ 
broidery. The "closed" pattern consists of embroidery that completely 
obscures the fabric on which it is embroidered. Various descriptive names 
are given to "vez" designs, such as, the flower, the cat's paw, the eagle's 
claws, and the finger design. The "Kolaci" and the "Perajci" designs make 
up the basic format for the chest "vez". (Refer to my sketch for details.) • 

Until the first half of the 19th century 
the chest "vez" was twice as long as the 
present day "vez". In those earlier 
times, the Konavle women used red, 
green, and blue thread to embroider 
. their "vez"j now they mainly use 

(Co/lqb) red and black colors. From 

Oa • World War I to World War II the 

J most popular "vez" was a dark- 

colored design called the 
"Mrki Vez". It was difficult 
to make; only the most skill¬ 
ful needleworker could ex¬ 
ecute this design. It was 
quite a revealation for me 
to learn that the "widow's 
vez" that used to be made 
from black thread is now 
~ being made by "dyeing" the 

> L> everyday red "vez" — black! 

The customary usages 

✓■A • for the "Konavoski vez"are: 

l) the working or everyday 
/ c j ' "vez" which employed a simple 

design on a rough piece of cloth, 
using cotton or wool threads. 

2) the economic status design which 
at one time reflected the affluence 
of prominent families in the village. 
Richer threads such as silk were used, and more artistic designs were em¬ 
ployed. 3) the ceremonial occasion such as engagements, weddings, and re¬ 
ligious ceremonies where they used more traditional colors in their designs. 

A wealth of tradition comes to play in the making of the "Poprsnica 
Vez" (chest vez). You can "read" a Konavle woman's "vez" much in the same 
way you would read her history in the family Bible. Following the death 
of her husband, her "vez" and "kite" (tassle) are totally black. The deaths 
of her mother, father, sisters, and brothers, would be recognized in a 
burgandy-colored "vez" with a yellow tassle. An uncle, aunt, or cousin's 
death would require a slightly lighter-colored "vez" than the one described 
above, but not as bright as a regular "vez" (signifying no deaths in the 
close family circle). 

The marital status of the Konavle woman is reflected in her headpiece, 
for example, a red cap signals an unmarried woman. A married woman wears 
a white starched headpiece that is tied back for everyday use, and spread 
open for church attendance. Upon entering the church, the women unpin the 
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(continued)

two side flaps of their headpieces 
in order to partially cover their faces. 
They repm these flaps to the top of 
their headpieces when leaving church. 

The Konavle village women wear their 
black wool costumes from October or 
November (depending on the coolness 
of the weather) to around the first 
part of May, when they change to a 
white muslin costume. It's no wonder 
that tourists come from all parts of 
the world to view these unique cos¬ 
tumes that are imbued with such rich 
tradition!

Zanetid is also spelled 2anetid or 
Zhanetlch In English. 

2anetid is found almost exclusively 
on the Island of Korcula with the Place 
of Blato having the greatest number. 
The Blato or Bladani group used nick¬ 
names of Kikilija, Kampas, Kontista. 
Manjok. Mijat, Mijo, Pudaric. PuSo. 
Savo, Sinkovid. Tado, Vidulid. Zalante 
and Svekin. 

Zanetid is also used by about fifty 
families in Dalmatia. 

The above pictured arms were found 
carved on a gravestone of a church in 
Zadar, Dalmatia. In many cases, first 
recording or knowledge of arms were 
found carved on gravestones or carved 
into the floors of the churches, doors 
of homes or in homes carved in mar¬ 
ble. 

Color of arms are blue for horizontal 
lines, gold for dots and silver for white. 
Zanetich variations could mean en¬ 
thusiastic or dreamer.

The Titanic And The Croatians 


Last month marked the 70th Anniver¬ 
sary of the biggest sea peacetime 
tragedy in the world. During the night 
between April 14 and 15. 1912. the big¬ 
gest transoceanic ship in the world 
sank near Newfoundland with 1,657 
passengers on board. That was the 
Titanic, a steamer 271 meters long with 
weight of 46,328 registered tons. 

• * * * 

Some of the passengers and mem¬ 
bers of the crew of .the Titanic were 
Croatians. Twenty-seven drowned dur¬ 
ing the shipwreck. Among the Croa : 
tians that were saved, four were 
travelers—all from the third or the im¬ 
migrants class—and one a stoker. 

• * ♦ • 

The families of the Croatian victims 
have for many years tried to get the 
compensation from the English line, the 
“White Star Line”, which owned the 
Titanic. 

The archives of the “Immigration and 
Naturalization Service" in Zagreb con¬ 
tain about 400 documents which attest 
to these negotiations between 1912 and 
1926. The letters of protest can also be 
found there which attest to the fact how 
the Croatians sought to earn their living 
in foreign countries. Here is an excerpt 
of a letter of Mace Oreskovic from Kula. 
district of Gospic, written Sept. 29.1915, 
entitled "Slavnoj Kraljevskoj Kotarskoj 



Listen to 


Oblasti u Gospicu" (To the Honorable 
Royal Authority of the District of 
Gospic): 

"I had three sons. Stipan. Tom and 
Luka who all died fighting for their exis* 
tence and survival. Stipan in Hungary in 
a mine explosion on the railroad. Tom in 
America in some factory, and the 
youngest son. Luka, went to America 
on the ill-fated ship, the Titanic, which 
sank and my son Luka found his death 
on that ship..." 

In addition to 20-year-old Luka, two 
more young Oreskovic's, Jeka and 
Mara, died on the Titanic. A total of 
eight people from Kula drowned on the 
Titanic: four Cacis's—Grga. Luka, Man- 
da and Mara and Ivan Strilic. They were 
all young Croatians searching for a bet¬ 
ter life across the ocean. For these Cro¬ 
atians lives, the White Star Line paid to - 



their families the sum of 107.589 
Austro-Hungarian krunas. 

* * * • 

Of course, more lives would have 
been lost on the Titanic if the Austrian 
ship Carpathia did not come to their 
rescue. When the Carpathia received 
their message for help, it was 60 nauti¬ 
cal miles away from the Titanic. The 
Carpathia sailed that distance in 4 
hours and 15 minutes and succeeded in 
rescuing 702 castaways. A good num¬ 
ber of the Carpathian crew were Croa¬ 
tian seamen from Istra and the Croatian 
Coast.

Over a hundred books have been 
written up to date about the shipwreck 
of the Titanic, but nowhere do they 
mention that the Croatians were mem¬ 
bers of the crew of the ship Carpathia.
